Lone Star Capital Investments S.a r.l., a private limited liability company 
(societe a responsabilite limitee) incorporated under the laws of 
Luxembourg, with registered office at Atrium Business Park-Vitrum, 33, rue 
du Puits Romain, L-8070 Bertrange, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and 
registered with the Luxembourg Register of Commerce and Companies 
(Registre de Commerce et des Societes, Luxembourg) under number 
B 91796, 

hereby represented by Mrs Isabel DIAS, employee, professionally residing 
at L-1750 Luxembourg, 74, avenue Victor Hugo, by virtue of a power of 
attorney, given in Bertrange, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, on 4 January 
2017. 

Said proxy, after having been signed ne varietur by the proxyholder of the 
appearing party and by the undersigned notary, shall remain annexed to the 
present deed, to be filed with the registration authorities. 

Such appearing party, in the capacity in which it acts, has requested the 
undersigned notary, to draw up as follows the articles of association of a 
private limited liability company ( societe a responsabilite limitee), which is 
hereby incorporated. 
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Article 1. Form. 


There exists a private limited liability company ( societe a responsabilite 
limitee) (hereafter the Company) which will be governed by the laws of the 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg pertaining to such an entity (the Laws), and in 
particular the law dated 10 August 1915 on commercial companies, as 
amended (the Companies Act), as well as by the present articles (the 
Articles of Association). 


Article 2. Object. 

The Company may carry out all transactions pertaining directly or indirectly 
to the creation, acquisition, holding and/or disposal, in any form and by any 
means, of participations, rights and interests in, and obligations of, any form 
of Luxembourg and foreign companies and enterprises, and the 
administration, management, control and/or development of those 
participations, rights, interests and obligations. 

The Company may, by any means whatsoever, use its funds to establish, 
manage, develop and/or dispose of all of its assets as they may be 
composed from time to time, to acquire, invest in and/or dispose of any 
kinds of property, tangible and intangible, movable and immovable, to 
participate in the creation, acquisition, development and/or control of any 
form of Luxembourg and foreign companies and enterprises, to acquire by 
any means, establish, own, manage, develop and/or dispose of any 
portfolio of securities and intellectual property rights of whatever origin and 
to realize them by way of sale, transfer, assignment, exchange or 
otherwise. 

The Company may give guarantees and/or grant security in favour of third 
parties to secure its obligations and/or the obligations of its subsidiaries, 
affiliated companies and any other company, pledge, transfer, encumber or 
otherwise create security over some or all of its assets and grant loans, 
advances and/or assistance, in any form whatsoever, to its subsidiaries, 
affiliated companies and third parties. 

The Company may take any measure and carry out any operation, 
including but not limited to commercial, industrial, financial, personal and 
real estate operations, which are directly or indirectly connected with, or 
may favour the development of, its corporate purpose. 

Article 3. Duration. 

The Company is formed for an unlimited period of time. 

Article 4. Name. 

The Company will have the name of "LSF 39 S.a r.l.". 
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Article 5. Registered Office. 


The registered office is established in the municipality of Bertrange, Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg. 

It may be transferred within such municipality or to any other place in the 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg by a resolution of the Board of Managers, 
which will then be authorised to amend the Articles of Association by 
notarial deed to reflect the completion of the transfer. 

The Company may establish other offices and/or branches, both in the 
Grand Duchy of Luxembourg and abroad by resolution of sole manager or, 
in case of plurality, the Board of Managers. 

Article 6. Subscribed capital. 

The Company's subscribed share capital is fixed at EUR 12,000.- (twelve 
thousand euro), represented by 96 (ninety-six) ordinary shares having a 
nominal value of EUR 125.- (one hundred twenty-five euro) each. 

The rights and obligations attached to the shares shall be identical except 
to the extent otherwise provided by the Articles of Association or by the 
Laws. 

Any contribution in cash or in kind made as share premium in connection 
with the subscription by any shareholder will be booked in a specific share 
premium account allocated to the relevant shareholder (the Share 
Premium). The Share Premium will only be available (i) for the purpose of 
distributions, whether by dividend, share redemption, reimbursement or 
otherwise, to the holder(s) of the shares which ha(s/ve) paid the relevant 
portion of the Share Premium pro rata to its/their respective contribution(s), 
(ii) to be incorporated in the share capital to issue shares to the holder(s) of 
shares which ha(s/ve) paid the Share Premium pro rata to its/their 
respective contribution(s), (iii) to offset any net realised losses or (iv) to be 
allocated to the legal reserve. 

The general meeting of shareholders or, as the case may be, the sole 
shareholder, is authorised to approve equity contributions without the 
issuance of new shares by way of a payment in cash or a payment in kind 
or otherwise, on the terms and conditions set by the general meeting of 
shareholders or, as the case may be, the sole shareholder. A capital 
contribution without the issuance of new shares shall be booked in a 
“capital surplus” account in accordance with Luxembourg law. Any 
contribution in cash or in kind made as “capital surplus” in connection with 
the subscription by any shareholder will be booked in a specific “capital 
surplus” account allocated to the relevant shareholder (the Capital 
Surplus). The Capital Surplus will only be available (i) for the purpose of 
distributions, whether by dividend, share redemption, reimbursement or 
otherwise, to the holder(s) of the shares which ha(s/ve) paid the Capital 
Surplus pro rata to its/their respective contribution(s), (ii) to be incorporated 
in the share capital to issue shares to the holder(s) of shares which 
ha(s/ve) paid the Capital Surplus pro rata to its/their respective 
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contribution(s), (iii) to offset any net realised losses or (iv) to be allocated to 
the legal reserve. 

Article 7. Increase and Reduction of Capital - Authorized Capital. 

The capital may be increased or reduced at any time by a decision of the 
single shareholder or, as the case may be, by a resolution of the general 
meeting of shareholders voting with the quorum and majority rules set by 
these Articles of Association or, as the case may be, by the Companies Act 
for any amendment of these Articles of Association. 

In accordance with article 199, paragraph 3 of the Companies Act, the 
authorized capital of the Company is set at ten million euro (EUR 
10,000,000.-) represented by eighty thousand (80,000) ordinary shares. 
Each authorized share has a nominal value of one hundred twenty-five 
euro (EUR 125.-).] 

The Company’s Board of Managers is authorized and empowered, within 
the limits of the authorized capital, to realise any increase of the issued 
capital, by the issuing of new shares, with or without share premium, 
against payment in cash or in kind, by conversion of claims on the 
Company or any other manner. 

In compliance with article 189 of the Companies Act, each time a new 
shareholder shall take part to the Company’s share capital through a share 
capital increase under the authorized share capital, all the Company’s then 
existing shareholder(s) shall agree thereto in writing by unanimous 
resolutions. 

This authorisation is valid during a period ending five (5) years starting on 
the date of the Company’s incorporation [(i.e. 4 January 2017)] and expiring 
on its fifth anniversary (i.e. 4 January 2022), and it may be renewed by a 
resolution of the shareholder(s) adopted in compliance with the quorum and 
majority rules set by the Company’s Articles of Association or, as the case 
may be, by Luxembourg law for any amendment of the Company’s Articles 
of Association. 

Following each increase of the issued capital within the limits of the 
authorized capital, Article 6 will be modified so as to reflect the actual 
capital increase. Such modification will be recorded in a notarial deed upon 
the instructions of the Company’s Board of Managers or of any person duly 
authorized and empowered by the Company’s Board of Managers for this 
purpose. 

Article 8. Shares. 

Each share entitles to a fraction of the corporate assets and profits of the 
Company in direct proportion to the number of shares in existence and 
entitles to one vote at the general meetings of shareholders, as the case 
may be. 
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As far as the Company is concerned, the Company's shares are indivisible, 
since only one owner is admitted per share. Joint co-owners have to 
appoint a sole person as their representative towards the Company. 

The transfer of the Company's shares inter vivos to third parties must be 
authorised in accordance with Article 189 of the Companies Act. No such 
authorisation is required for a transfer of shares among the shareholders of 
the Company, as the case may be. 

Article 9. Redemption of shares by the Company. 

In accordance with article 182 of the Companies Act, the Company shall 
have power to acquire shares in its own capital provided that the Company 
has sufficient distributable reserves and funds to that effect (provided, for 
the avoidance of doubt, that Share Premium and Capital Surplus amounts 
shall be considered as distributable reserves for share redemption 
purposes). 

The acquisition and disposal by the Company of shares held by it in its own 
share capital may only take place with the prior approval of the general 
meeting of shareholders or, as the case may be, the sole shareholder. The 
quorum and majority requirements applicable for amendments to the 
articles of association shall apply in accordance with Article 18 of these 
Articles of Association. 

Any shares redeemed in accordance with this article may be cancelled 
(subject to a decision of the general meeting of shareholders or, as the 
case may be, the sole shareholder or the Board of Managers with 
subsequent confirmation by a notarial deed) or held for an unlimited 
duration as treasury shares by the Company without any voting rights and, 
unless otherwise decided, as the case may be, by the Board of Managers 
or the general meeting of shareholders or, as the case may be, the sole 
shareholder without any right to any distributions whatsoever (for the 
avoidance of doubt, the distributions normally due to such treasury shares 
shall be allocated pro rata among the remaining shares). 

Such treasury shares may be distributed at any time to existing 
shareholder(s) or third parties (subject to compliance with Article 8) by a 
decision of the Board of Managers. 

Article 10. Issuance of Debt Securities. 

In accordance with article liter of the Companies Act, the Company has 
the power to issue any form of debt securities (whether convertible or not), 
including by way of a public offer. 

Article 11. Incapacity, Bankruptcy or Insolvency of a shareholder. 

The death, suspension of civil rights, insolvency or bankruptcy of the single 
shareholder or, as the case may be, of one of the shareholders, does not 
put the Company into liquidation. 
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Article 12. Board of Managers. 


The Company is managed by one or more managers. If several managers 
have been appointed, they will constitute a board of managers (the Board 
of Managers). The manager(s) need not be shareholder(s). The 
manager(s) is/are appointed, revoked and replaced by a decision of the 
single shareholder, or as the case may be, of the general meeting of the 
shareholders owning more than half of the share capital, which will 
determine their number and the period of their mandate. 

The single shareholder or, as the case may be, the general meeting of 
shareholders may at any time and ad nutum (without cause) dismiss and 
replace the sole manager or, in case of plurality, any member of the Board 
of Managers. 

In dealing with third parties, the manager(s) will have all powers to act in 
the name of the Company in all circumstances and to carry out and 
approve all acts and operations consistent with the Company's objects and 
provided the terms of this article 12 shall have been complied with. 

All powers not expressly reserved by law or the present Articles of 
Association to the single shareholder, or, as the case may be, the general 
meeting of shareholders fall within the competence of the sole manager, or 
in case of plurality of managers, of the Board of Managers. 

Article 13. Representation of the Company. 

The Company shall be bound by the sole signature of its single manager, 
and, in case of plurality of managers, by the sole signature of any manager. 

Article 14. Delegation of Powers. 

The manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the Board of Managers 
may delegate the daily management of the Company to any manager or a 
third party in accordance with article 191 bis(4) of the Companies Act. 

The sole shareholder, or as the case may be, the general meeting of 
shareholders or the sole manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the 
Board of Managers, may sub-delegate his powers for specific tasks to one 
or several ad hoc agents. 

The sole shareholder, or as the case may be, the general meeting of 
shareholders or the sole manager, or in case of plurality of managers, the 
Board of Managers will determine this agent's responsibilities and 
remuneration (if any), the duration of the period of representation and any 
other relevant conditions of his agency. 

Article 15. Meetings of the Board of Managers. 

Every board meeting shall be held at the registered office of the Company 
or such other place in Grand Duchy of Luxembourg as the Board of 
Managers may from time to time determine. 
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Written notices of any meeting of the Board of Managers will be given to all 
managers, in writing or by telefax, electronic mail (e-mail) or any other 
similar means of communication, at least 24 (twenty-four) hours in advance 
of the time set for such meeting, except in circumstances of emergency. 
This notice may be waived if all the managers are present or represented, 
and if they state that they have been informed on the agenda of the 
meeting beforehand. Separate notice shall not be required for individual 
meetings held at times and places prescribed in a schedule previously 
adopted by a resolution of the Board of Managers. 

Any manager may act at any meeting of the Board of Managers by 
appointing in writing or by telefax, electronic mail (e-mail) or any other 
similar means of communication another manager as his proxy. Managers 
may also cast their votes by telephone confirmed in writing. The Board of 
Managers can deliberate or act validly only if at least the majority of its 
members are present or represented at a meeting of the Board of 
Managers. 

The resolutions of the Board of Managers shall be adopted by the majority 
of the managers present or represented. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, resolutions of the Board of Managers may 
also be passed in writing which resolutions will be proper and valid as 
though it had been adopted at a meeting of the Board of Managers which 
was duly convened and held. Such resolutions shall consist of one or 
several documents containing the resolutions and signed by each and 
every manager, with a majority signed in Luxembourg (except in 
emergency case). The date of such resolutions shall be the date of the last 
signature. 

Article 16. Conflict of interest. 

(a) Procedure regarding a conflict of interest 

In the event that a manager of the Company has, directly or indirectly, a 
financial interest opposite to the interest of the Company in any transaction 
of the Company that is submitted to the approval of the Board of Managers, 
such manager shall make known to the Board of Managers such opposite 
interest at that Board of Managers’ meeting and shall cause a record of his 
statement to be included in the minutes of the meeting. The manager may 
not take part in the deliberations relating to that transaction, may not vote 
on the resolutions relating to that transaction and may not count towards 
the quorum. The transaction, and the manager’s interest therein, shall be 
reported to the sole shareholder or, as the case may be, the next following 
general meeting of shareholders. 

(b) Conflict of interest of the sole manager 

If and for so long as the Company has a sole manager, in the event that the 
sole manager has an opposite interest to the interest of the Company with 
respect to a transaction entered into by the Company and the sole 
manager, this conflict of interest shall be set out in the minutes or the 
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written resolutions of the sole manager, as the case may be, recording the 
approval of that transaction. 

(c) Exceptions regarding a conflict of interest 

Article 16(a) and Article 16(b) do not apply to resolutions of the Board of 
Managers or the sole manager concerning transactions made in the 
ordinary course of business of the Company which are entered into on 
arm's length terms. 

A manager of the Company who serves as director, officer or employee of 
any company or firm with which the Company shall contract or otherwise 
engage in business shall not, solely by reason of such affiliation with such 
other company or firm, be held as having an interest opposite to the interest 
of the Company for the purpose of this Article 16. 

(d) Impact on quorum 

Where, by reason of a conflicting interest, the number of managers 
required in order to validly deliberate and vote is not met, the Board of 
Managers may decide to submit the decision on this specific item to the 
general meeting of shareholders or, as the case may be, the sole 
shareholder. 

Article 17. Responsibilities. 

The manager or the managers (as the case may be) assume, by reason of 
his/their position, no personal liability in relation to any commitment validly 
made by him/them in the name of the Company. 

Article 18. General Meeting of Shareholders. 

If the Company is composed of one single shareholder, the latter assumes 
all powers conferred by Laws to the general meeting of shareholders. 

In case of a plurality of shareholders, each shareholder may take part in 
collective decisions irrespectively of the number of shares, which he owns. 
Each shareholder has voting rights commensurate with his shareholding. 
Collective decisions are only validly taken insofar as they are adopted by 
shareholders owning more than half of the share capital. 

A shareholder may act at any meeting of the shareholders by appointing in 
writing, by fax or e-mail as his proxy another person who need not be a 
shareholder. 

Resolutions whose purpose is to amend the Articles of Association of the 
Company may only be adopted by shareholders representing at least three 
quarters of the Company's share capital, subject to the provisions of the 
Companies Act. 

If the Company is composed of no more than sixty (60) shareholders, the 
decisions of the general meeting of shareholders may be taken by a vote in 
writing on the text of the resolutions to be adopted which will be sent by the 



Board of Managers or, as the case may be, the sole manager to the 
shareholders. 

Where the number of shareholders exceeds sixty (60), an annual general 
meeting of shareholders shall be held, in accordance with Article 196 of the 
Law at the registered office of the Company, or at such other place in 
Luxembourg as may be specified in the notice of meeting, on the 1st day of 
the month of June, at 1 1 am. 

If such day is not a bank business day in Luxembourg, the annual general 
meeting shall be held on the next following bank business day. 

In accordance with article 195 paragraph 2 of the Companies Act, the 
Board of Managers may, in its sole discretion, suspend the voting rights of 
any shareholder in the case that such shareholder has, by action or 
omission, failed to comply with the provisions of the Company’s Articles of 
Association or the terms of its subscription. 

In accordance with article 195 paragraph 3 of the Companies Act, any 
shareholder may, partly or entirely, renounce the exercise of the voting 
rights with respect to some or all of its shares. Such renunciation will be 
binding on the relevant shareholder and will be enforceable towards the 
Company following its notification by the relevant shareholder in writing. 

Article 19. Financial Year. 

The Company's financial year starts on the first of January and ends on the 
thirty-first of December of each year. 

Article 20. Adoption of annual accounts. 

At the end of each financial year, with reference to thirty-first December, the 
Company's accounts are closed and are drawn up by the sole manager, or 
in case of plurality of managers, by the Board of Managers, in accordance 
with the Laws, who prepares, among others, an inventory including an 
indication of the value of the Company's assets and liabilities. 

Each shareholder may inspect the above inventory and balance sheet at 
the Company's registered office. 

The annual accounts are submitted to the single shareholder or, as the 
case may be, to the general meeting of shareholders for approval. 

Article 21. Appropriation of Profits. 

The gross profits of the Company stated in the annual accounts, after 
deduction of general expenses, amortization and expenses represent the 
net profit. An amount equal to five per cent (5%) of the annual net profits of 
the Company is allocated to a statutory reserve required by law. Such 
allocation will cease to be required as soon as and as long as such reserve 
amounts to ten per cent. (10%) of the Company's subscribed share capital. 
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Subject to the following, the single shareholder or, as the case may be, the 
general meeting of shareholders shall determine how the remainder of the 
annual net profits will be disposed of. It may decide to allocate the whole or 
part of the remainder to a reserve or to a provision reserve, to carry it 
forward to the next following financial year or to distribute it to the 
shareholder(s) as dividend. 

Subject to the conditions set by the Laws and in compliance with the 
foregoing provisions, the sole manager or, as the case may be, the Board 
of Managers may pay out an advance payment on dividends to the 
shareholder(s). The sole manager or, as the case may be, the Board of 
Managers determines the amount and the date of payment of any such 
advance payment. 

Article 22. Interim Dividends. 

22.1. Distribution of interim dividends by the Board of Managers 

In accordance with article 198bis of the Companies Act interim dividends 
may be distributed, at any time, by the Board of Managers under the 
following cumulative conditions: 

(i) an interim accounting situation ( etat comptable) is drawn up by the 
Board of Managers (the Interim Accounting Statement) (the Interim 
Accounting Statement shall be reviewed by an internal or external 
approved independent auditor ( reviseur d’entreprises agree), to the extent 
one has been appointed); 

(ii) this Interim Accounting Statement shows that sufficient profits and other 
reserves (including without limitation Share Premium and Capital Surplus, 
subject to the terms of article 6 of these Articles of Association) are 
available for distribution, it being understood that the amount to be 
distributed may not exceed profits made since the end of the last financial 
year for which the annual accounts have been approved, if any, increased 
by carried forward profits and distributable reserves, and decreased by 
carried forward losses and the amount to be allocated to the legal reserves; 

(iii) the decision to distribute interim dividends must be taken by the Board 
of Managers within two (2) months from the date of the Interim Accounting 
Statement; and 

(iv) the rights of the creditors of the Company are not threatened, taking 
into account the assets of the Company. 

Where the interim dividends paid exceed the distributable profits at the end 
of the financial year, the relevant excess as acknowledged at the annual 
shareholders’/shareholder’s meeting, shall, unless otherwise decided by 
the Board of Managers at the time of the dividend declaration, be deemed 
to be an advance payment for future dividends. 

22.2. Distribution of interim dividends by the sole shareholder or, as the 
case may be, the general meeting of shareholders 
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Without prejudice to the competence of the Board of Managers set out 
under Article 22.1 above, the general meeting of shareholders or, as the 
case may be, the sole shareholder may also distribute interim dividends 
from time to time, subject to complying with the same conditions (including 
review of an Interim Accounting Statement). 

Article 23. Distribution of Share Premium and Capital Surplus and 
Retained Earnings. 

Any and all distributions of Share Premium, Capital Surplus (both subject to 
the terms of Article 6 of these Articles of Association) or retained earnings 
shall be decided by the general meeting of shareholders or, as the case 
may be, the sole shareholder at any time in accordance with the provisions 
of Article 18 and subject to confirmation in any form that sufficient 
distributable reserves are available, without prejudice to any interim 
dividend distribution (including out of Share Premium or Capital Surplus 
both subject to the terms of Article 6 of these Articles of Association) 
decided by the Board of Managers in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 22. 

Article 24. Dissolution, Liquidation. 

The Company may be dissolved by a decision of the single shareholder or, 
as the case may be, by a decision of the general meeting of shareholders 
voting with the same quorum and majority as set out in these Articles of 
Association, unless otherwise provided by Laws. 

At the time of winding up of the company the liquidation will be carried out 
by one or several liquidator(s), shareholder(s) or not, appointed by the 
single shareholder, or as the case may be, the general meeting of 
shareholders who shall determine their powers and remuneration. 

Article 25. Applicable Law. 

Reference is made to the provisions of the Laws, and in particular the 
Companies Act, for all matters for which no specific provision is made in 
these Articles of Association.” 

Subscription and Payment 

All the 96 (ninety-six) shares have been subscribed and fully paid-up via 
contribution in cash by Lone Star Capital Investments S.a r.l., 
prequalified, so that the sum of EUR 12,000.- (twelve thousand euro) is at 
the free disposal of the Company, evidence of which has been given to the 
undersigned notary. 


Transitory Provisions 

The first financial year shall begin today and it shall end on 31 December 
2017. 


Estimate of costs 

The expenses, costs, remunerations and charges in any form whatsoever, 
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which shall be borne by the Company as a result of the present deed are 
estimated at approximately one thousand four hundred Euro (EUR 1,400.-). 

Extraordinary General Meeting 

Immediately after the incorporation, the sole shareholder representing the 
entire subscribed capital of the Company has herewith adopted the 
following resolutions: 

1 . The number of managers is set at two. 

2. The meeting appoints as managers of the Company for an unlimited 
period of time: 

Mr. Patrick Steinhauser, legal counsel, born on 21 April 1975 in 
Baden-Baden, Germany, whose professional address is at 
Atrium Business Park-Vitrum, 33, rue du Puits Romain, L-8070 
Bertrange, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg; and 

Mr. Philippe Jusseau, company director, born on 16 September 
1979 in Strasbourg, France, whose professional address is at 
Atrium Business Park-Vitrum, 33, rue du Puits Romain, L-8070 
Bertrange, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 


3. The registered office is established at Atrium Business Park-Vitrum, 
33, rue du Puits Romain, L-8070 Bertrange, Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg. 

The undersigned notary who understands and speaks English, states 
herewith that on request of the above appearing party, the present deed is 
worded in English, followed by a French version; at the request of the same 
appearing party, in case of discrepancies between the English and the 
French text, the English version will be prevailing.

Article 5. Siege Social. 

Le siege social est etabli dans la commune de Bertrange, Grand-Duche de 
Luxembourg. 

II peut etre transfere dans cette commune, ou en tout autre lieu du Grand- 
Duche de Luxembourg par une decision du Conseil de Gerance, qui sera 
alors autorise a modifier les Statuts par acte notarie afin de refleter la 
realisation de ce transfert. 

La Societe peut etablir d’autres bureaux et/ou succursales a la fois dans le 
Grand-Duche de Luxembourg ainsi qu'a I'etranger par une decision du 
gerant unique ou, en cas de plurality de gerants, du Conseil de Gerance. 

Article 6. Capital Social Souscrit.

Article 12. Conseil de Gerance. 

La Societe est geree par un ou plusieurs gerants. Si plusieurs gerants ont 
ete nommes, ils formeront un conseil de gerance (le Conseil de Gerance). 
Le ou les gerant(s) n'ont pas besoin d'etre associe(s). Le ou les gerant(s) 
est/sont nomme(s), revoque(s) et remplace(s) par une decision de I’associe 
unique, ou le cas echeant de I'assemblee generale des associes, adoptee 
par des associes representant plus de la moitie du capital social, qui 
determine leur nombre et la duree de leur mandat. 

L’associe unique, ou le cas echeant, I'assemblee generale des associes 
peut a tout moment et ad nutum (sans justifier d'une raison) revoquer et 
remplacer le gerant unique, ou si plusieurs gerants ont ete nommes, 
n'importe lequel des membres du Conseil de Gerance. 

Vis-a-vis des tiers, le ou les gerant(s) a/ont les pouvoirs les plus etendus 
pour agir au nom de la Societe en toutes circonstances et pour executer et 
approuver les actes et operations en relation avec I'objet social et sous 
reserve du respect des dispositions du present article 12. 

Tous les pouvoirs non expressement reserves par la loi ou les presents 
Statuts a i’associe unique, ou le cas echeant, a I'assemblee generale des 
associes sont de la competence du gerant unique ou, en cas de plurality de 
gerants, du Conseil de Gerance.

Article 13. Representation de la Societe. 

En cas de gerant unique, la Societe sera engagee par la seule signature du 
gerant unique, et en cas de plurality de gerants, par la seule signature d'un 
gerant quelconque. 

Article 14. Delegation de Pouvoirs. 

Le gerant unique ou, en cas de plurality de gerants, le Conseil de Gerance 
peut deleguer la gestion journaliere a tout gerant ou a un tiers 
conformement a I’article 191 bis(4) de la Loi de 1915. 

L'associe unique, ou le cas echeant, I’assemblee generale des associes ou 
le gerant unique ou, en cas de plurality de gerants, le Conseil de Gerance 
pourra deleguer ses competences pour des operations specifiques a un ou 
plusieurs mandataire(s) ad hoc. 

L'associe unique, ou le cas echeant, I'assemblee des associes ou le gerant 
unique ou, en cas de plurality de gerants, le Conseil de Gerance 
determines la responsabilite du mandataire et sa remuneration (s’il y a 
lieu), la duree de la periode de representation et n'importe quelles autres 
conditions pertinentes pour ce mandat. 

Article 15. Reunions du Conseil de Gerance. 

Toute reunion du Conseil de Gerance se tient au siege social de la Societe 
ou a tout autre endroit au Grand-Duche de Luxembourg que le Conseil de 
Gerance peut, de temps a autres, determiner. 

Des notifications ecrites de toute reunion du Conseil de Gerance seront 
donnees a tous les gerants par ecrit ou par fax, par e-mail ou tout autre 
moyen de communication, au moins 24 (vingt-quatre) heures avant I'heure 
prevue pour la reunion, sauf s'il y a urgence. On pourra passer outre cette 
convocation si tous les gerants sont presents ou representes au Conseil de 
Gerance et s'ils declarent avoir ete informes de I'ordre du jour auparavant. 
Une convocation speciale ne sera pas requise pour une reunion du Conseil 
de Gerance se tenant a une heure et a un endroit determines dans une 
resolution prealablement adoptee par le Conseil de Gerance. 

Tout gerant pourra se faire representer en designant par ecrit ou par fax, 
par e-mail ou tout autre moyen de communication un autre gerant comme 
son mandataire. Les gerants peuvent egalement emettre leur vote par 
telephone, moyennant une confirmation ecrite. Le Conseil de Gerance ne 
peut deliberer ou agir validement que si au moins la majorite des membres 
du conseil est presente ou representee au Conseil de Gerance.

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reunion du Conseil de Gerance dument convoquee et tenue. De telles 
decisions resulteront d'un seul ou de plusieurs documents contenant les 
resolutions et signes par tous les membres du Conseil de Gerance sans 
exception, avec une majorite signee a Luxembourg (sauf en cas 
d’urgence).

reunion. Le gerant ne peut pas prendre part aux deliberations portant sur 
cette operation, ne peut pas voter les resolutions relatives a cette operation 
et n’est pas comptabilise dans le calcul du quorum. L’operation et I’interet 
oppose du gerant doivent etre signales a I’associe unique ou, le cas 
echeant, a I’assemblee generale des associes suivante. 

(b) Conflit d’interet du gerant unique 

Tant que la Societe a un gerant unique, si ce gerant unique a un interet

(d) Impact sur le quorum

de deliberer et de voter n’est pas atteint, le Conseil de Gerance peut 
decider de soumettre la decision sur le point en question a I’assemblee 
generale des associes ou, le cas echeant, a I’associe unique. 
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Article 17. Responsabilites. 

Le ou les gerant(s) (le cas echeant) ne contracte(nt), a raison de ses/leur 
fonction, aucune obligation personnels relativement aux engagements 
regulierement pris par eux au nom de la Societe. 

Article 18. Assemblee Generate des Associes. 

Si la Societe comporte un associe unique, I'associe unique exerce tous les 
pouvoirs qui sont devolus a I'assemblee generale des associes. 

En cas de plurality d'associes, chaque associe peut participer aux 
decisions collectives quel que soit le nombre de parts sociales qui lui 
appartiennent. Chaque associe a un nombre de voix egal au nombre de 
parts sociales qu'il possede. 

En cas de plurality d'associes, les decisions collectives ne sont 
valablement prises que pour autant qu'elles ont ete adoptees par des 
associes representant plus de la moitie du capital social. 

Un associe peut agir a toute assemblee generale des associes en 
nommant par ecrit, par fax ou par e-mail en qualite de mandataire une 
autre personne qui n’a pas besoin d’etre associe. 

Les resolutions dont I’objet est de modifier les Statuts de la Societe ne 
pourront etre prises que de I'accord des associes representant au moins 
les trois quarts du capital social, sous reserve des dispositions de la Loi de 
1915. 

Si la Societe ne comporte pas plus de soixante (60) associes, les decisions 
des associes peuvent etre prises par vote ecrit sur le texte des resolutions 
a adopter, lequel est envoye par le Conseil de Gerance ou, le cas echeant, 
le gerant unique aux associes. 

Si le nombre des associes est superieur a soixante (60), une assemblee

Article 19. Annee Sociale. 

L'annee sociale de la Societe commence le 1 er janvier et se termine le 31 
decembre de chaque annee. 

Article 20. Approbation des Comptes Annuels. 

A la fin de chaque annee sociale, au 31 decembre, les comptes sont 
arretes et dresses, suivant le cas, par le gerant unique ou le Conseil de 
Gerance, conformement aux Lois, et ce dernier, dresse entre autres, un 
inventaire comprenant I'indication des valeurs actives et passives de la 
Societe. 

Tout associe peut prendre communication au siege social de la Societe de 
I'inventaire et du bilan. 

Les comptes annuels sont soumis a I’approbation de I'associe unique ou, 
selon le cas, de I'assemblee generale des associes. 

Article 21. Affectation des Benefices. 

Les profits bruts de la Societe, constates dans les comptes annuels, 
deduction faite des frais generaux, amortissements et charges, constituent 
le benefice net.

Article 22. Dividendes Interimaires. 

22.1 Distribution de dividendes interimaires par le Conseil de Gerance

(ii) cet Etat Comptable Interimaire montre qu’il y a suffisamment de 
benefices et d’autres reserves (y compris, et sans restriction, la Prime 
d’Emission et le Capital Surplus, sous reserve de I’application de I’article 6 
des Statuts) disponibles pour distribution, etant entendu que le montant a 
distribuer ne peut exceder les benefices realises depuis la fin du dernier 
exercice social pour lequel les comptes annuels ont ete approuves, le cas 
echeant, augmente des benefices reportes et des reserves distribuables, et 
diminue des pertes reportees et du montant a allouer a la reserve legale;
